The Detroit Three automakers agreed 
Wednesday to UAW demands to shut 
down all North American plants as a pre- 
caution against coronavirus. 

During the shutdown, the union mem- 
bers will get paid similar to the compensa- 
tion plan for when they are on a leave, said 
Brian Rothenberg, UAW spokesman. 

“The contract allows for supplemental 
pay on top of their unemployment, which 
is about 88% of their pay,” said Rothen- 
berg. 

Ford Motor Co. said that after Thursday 
evening shifts, the company will tempora- 
rily suspend production at its North Amer- 
ica plants to March 30 to clean its facilities 
to protect its workforce and boost contain- 
ment efforts for the coronavirus. 

Ford said it will continue to work closely 
with union leaders to find ways to help
